ANNUAL REPORT 


Transmittal and Summary for the Year 1955-1956 


to the Shareholders of the Cincinnati Museum Association 


One phase of the Museum’s program not espe- 
cially emphasized in previous reports deserves 
comment in a summary of activities for the 1955- 
56 season. That is the Museum’s growing impor- 
tance as a kind of host for many of the city’s 
major events. The Biennial National Conference 
of UNESCO for example was welcomed by a 
buffet supper at the Museum in November. The 
Symphony Ball, sponsored by the Women’s Com- 
mittee of the Cincinnati Symphony Orchestra, 
followed in January; the Evening of Opera pre- 
sented in collaboration with the Summer Opera 
Association took place in April to help launch 
the annual United Fine Arts Fund drive; the 
Miami Valley Dahlia Society and the Cincinnati 
Rose Society both held their annual shows in the 
Museum. And most important of all to the Mu- 
seum’s professional program, it was host in May 
to the fifty-first convention of the American As- 
sociation of Museums, the first time this Mu- 
seum’s colleague institutions had ever met in 
Cincinnati. On the two days preceding this con- 
vention, the smaller but highly influential As- 
sociation of Art Museum Directors also met in 
the Museum. Many of the Museum's new acces- 
sions were put on permanent exhibition for these 
occasions and several galleries were renovated. 
The year’s accessions were not as numerous as 
in some comparable periods but of high quality. 
A notable early Corot portrait, an important 
panel of the Madonna and Child with Ss. Francis 
and Anthony by Matteo di Giovanni and an 
anonymous but impressive still-life of the Span- 
ish XVII century were acquired by purchase. A 
great example of Achaemenid gold, a cup with 
double-headed ibex handles was purchased. Two 
outstanding bronzes were also bought, one the 
figure of an ascetic priest from 1 Dynasty Baby- 
lon, the other a late archaic bull, presumably 
from Athens. To this group Mr. Michael Schaible 
added his gift of an early archaic Greek mirror 
with a figure of Artemis. Other exceptionally 
important gifts were a room from mid-XVIII 


century France painted with singerie and chinoi- 
serie themes, possibly by Christophe Huet, from 
the Duke and Duchess of Talleyrand-Perigord 
and a cubist landscape by Albert Gleizes from 
Mr. Thomas Adler. 

The Museum lost one of its greatest patrons and 
oldest friends in the death of Miss Mary Hanna. 
Unfailingly generous in annual gifts, Miss Hanna 
had also added two wings to the building, given 
her great collection of Dutch, French and Eng- 
lish paintings, and as a climax to this unparal- 
leled record bequeathed her collection of pas- 
tels, watercolors and drawings, chiefly of the 
XIX century, and including master works by 
Turner, Degas, Redon, Sisley, Cassatt, Homer, 
Whistler and Sargent. 

The death of Mr. E. W. Edwards was another 
great loss to the Museum. A distinguished col- 
lector, Mr. Edwards became a trustee in 1929 and 
through many years took a most active interest 
in the growth of the Museum's painting col- 
lection. 

The exhibition year was notable for the open- 
ing show of ‘‘Recent Rediscoveries in American 
Painting’’ designed by the Curator of American 
Art, Mr. Edward Dwight, who resigned in Oc- 
tober to become director of the Milwaukee Art 
Institute. In April and May Mr. Gustave von 
Groschwitz, the Museum's distinguished Cura- 
tor of Prints, presented his Fourth Biennial Ex- 
hibition of Contemporary Color Lithography. 
Both of these exhibitions attracted national at- 
tention and a record number of sales was made 
from the lithography show. 

Attendance grew from 208,781 in 1954-55 to 
211,831 in 1955-56. 

Works of art were lent to twenty-two other 
museums and educational institutions through- 
out the country; the Education Department and 
Library continued and expanded their signifi- 
cant services to the community. The Academy’s 
year was fruitful with a total registration of 176 
students and a steadily rising quality of perform-
